The mayor of Vancouver returns to his 
city from Ottawa with the announcement 
that the federal government will do no- | 
thing to relieve the housing shortage be- | 
yond “lending money at three per cent to 
install sewer and water facilities to serve 
new homes”. 

It is to be hoped that the federal gov- 
ernment will take a broader view of the 
desperate situation than this. Neverthe- | 
less the attitude of the Hon. J. L. Usley, 
minister of finance, offers very little hope 

A few days ago Mr. Ilsley summoned | 
representatives of the insurance companies 
into his presence, it is reported, and in- 
formed them that their institutions must 
turn their investable funds into housing 
projects. Mr. Ilsley is said to have told 
them that unless they did this, the gov- 
ernment itself would have to go into the 
housing business 

A matter of 10,000 housing units was | 
mentioned. 

This latter estimate is palpably absurd 
Edmonton alone, if all the structures al- 
ready condemned or needing to be con- | 
demned were pulled down, could use at | 
least 12,000 new homes. What, then, will 
10,000 houses mean to the entire country? 

It is even more ridiculous to call upon 
the insurance companies or any other in- 
stitutions operating for profit to undertake 
housing projects. With building costs at 
their present level, it would be impossible 
to build adequate houses, with the expecta- 
tion of profit, and rent them at a price the 
average Canadian can pay. 

For no man can pay more than 20 per 
cent of his total incgme for rent without 
upsetting disastrously his entire house- 
hold economy. What private institution, | 
then, could afford to erect decent houses 
at a monthly return of from $20 to $30? 

It is clear that Mr. Ilsley, in his custom- 
ary absorption in the welfare of financial 
institutions, has fiddled along with the 
urgent problem of housing on the tragic 
basis of too little and too late 

The Hon. C. D. Howe is said to have 
informed the cabinet that the only way to 
solve the housing problem is to build 
houses. This exposition of robust common 
sense defines the situatjon exactly 

What Ottawa should do is to turn Mr. 
Howe loose on the problem with access to 
the interest-free funds of The Bank of 
Canada, which is the repository of the 
national credit. 

Somebody must take a loss on the 
housing situation. And only the people of 
Canada, as a whole, who possess the right 
to use their own money without interest, 
can afford to take it 

If this is not done without delay. a 
tragic and sorry situation will catch up 
with every city in Canada including Ed- 
monton, with the onset of winter

The war has caused tremendous shift 
of population from city to farm and fron 
farm to city as well as from province t/ 
province. As a result, Ottawa does not 
know where millions of Canadians now 
live. Where people came from and where 
they went and in what numbers has not 


been @ matter of official! record since 1941. 


This tends to make every economic con- 
trol a hit and miss proposition instead of 
an accurate and scientific process, as it 
should be, In other words, the war against 
inflation, involving the allocation of raw 
materials and quotas of consumer goods is 
based on entirely erroneous population 
facts 

Moreover, every item of social security 
is subject to similar error when calculations 
are based on population figures which are 
obsolete. 

It would seem, then, to be a matter of 
national urgency that the five year 
enumeration of the three central provinces, 
which takes place in 1946, should be ex- 
tended to take in the entire country. 

It would be a simple matter to make 
this an emergency national census if the 
Department of Trade and Commerce would 
issue the necessary instructions to the 
Bureau of Statistics at once 

Edmonton, for instance, as one of the 
fastest-growing cities in Canada, has a 
peculiar interest in such an emergency 
national census and pressure should be 
brought to bear from every quarter to 
make sure that Canada enters upon her 
vital post-war planning with all her statis- 
tical records straight.

Confiscation 


The city council of Berlin is said to 
have decreed that all Nazi property and 
the property of all Nazi sympathizers in 
the German capital will be confiscated, 

This is expected to forecast a similar 
step all through the former German 
Reich 

Since the Nazi party had acquired 
practically everything there was to be 
acquired in Germany, this move indicates 
an immense shifting of ownership. 

There is nothing startling about this 
since it was expected. But what is import- 
ant is not the fact that this property is to 
be taken from the Nazis but to whom it is 
to be given 

The sudden acquisition by the state, 
under present unsettled circumstances, of 
nearly everything in Germany might 
create a problem in public ownership that 
will require some solving

personal income tax revenues do

In the year 1944, says a bulletin 
from the department of national! 
revenue, individual taxpayers paid 
the Governinent $682,000,000. Most 
of this money came not from the 
rich, but from the lower and middle 
income brackets. The rich men paid 
enormous taxes, bul there were too 
few of them to provide more than a 
relatively minor part of the Govern- 
ment's revenues 

Out of the total of $682,000,600 
people earning $3,000 a year and 
less™paid $324,400,000, almost half 
the total. Those with $10,000 a vear 
and less paid $500,600,000, or over 
73 per cent of the total. The incomes 
over $10,000 yielded only 27 per cent 
of the total
